Retired U of A 
prof charged in 

child-pom blitz

A retired University of Alberta 
professor has been charged 
with possession of child por¬ 
nography as part of a massive 
international police operation. 

The Alberta Law Enforce¬ 
ment Response Team’s (ALERT) 
Internet Child Exploitation 
Unit has charged Andrew Liu, 
66, with one count of child por¬ 
nography. 

A university spokesperson 
— who did not want to be 
identified — confirmed Liu has 
been a teacher at the school, 
but said he no longer has 
contact with students. 


“Andrew Liu is a retired pro¬ 
fessor with a part-time teaching 
contract. He is not currently 
teaching and he is not sched¬ 
uled to be teaching any time 
soon,” he said. 

According to a profile in the 
school’s alumni magazine, New 
Trail, Liu was a well-liked and 
well-respected professor who 
started at the school in 1980. 

The article said Liu also en¬ 
couraged young people to con¬ 
sider a career in math through 
junior-high programs. 

Sgt. Mike Loklcen, with 
ALERT, said the work of Toronto 
police in 2011 helped identify a 
network for distributing child 
pornography around the world 
and that was what got Alberta 
police looking into the case. 

“What was allegedly taken 
down in Toronto was a distri¬ 
bution warehouse where they 
distributed DVDs and online 
downloads of child pornog¬ 


raphy, of children between the 
ages of five and 12,” he said. 

ALERT conducted a search 
warrant in October in Edmon¬ 
ton, Loklcen said, which lead to 
Liu’s arrest. 

“There were a number 
of computers and DVDs and 
other items seized as a result 
of a search warrant at his resi¬ 
dence,” he said. 

Loklcen said police do not 
currently believe any children 
in Alberta were physically 
harmed, but they will continue 
to investigate that possibility. 

“Of the three individuals 
arrested in Alberta, none have 
been charged with any contact 
offences on children, however 
we are always alive to the pos¬ 
sibility that there could be 
victims.” 

Two Calgaiy men — Jona¬ 
thon Robert Gerbrandt, 34, 
and Kevin Michael Owad, 39 — 
have also been charged.

St. Paul man given two

11-year old girl 
killed. Driver failed to 
take medication 
or disclose seizures 


Sheny Wolitski imagines her 
11-year-old daughter sitting in 
the back of her Grade 6 class 
and wonders about the final 
moment of her life. 

She pictures a minivan 
crashing through a large win¬ 
dow and brick wall of a rural 
Alberta school before it dives 
into the lower-level classroom. 
The vehicle flips 11-year-old 
Megan over in her desk and 
pins her underneath. 


Wolitski says Megan’s man¬ 
gled desk had to be cut apart 
before the girl could be freed 
and rushed to an Edmonton 
hospital. She died there the 
next day. 

“Did she see the van? Did 
she feel pain?” Wolitski asked 
in court Thursday. She said 
she’s haunted by the questions 
and the repeating scene in her 
mind. 

“My heart aches eveiy day 
for my daughter.” 

Richard Benson, the man 
driving that van, was given a 
two-year sentence Thursday. 

Benson, had a seizure while 
he was behind the wheel.

Benson admitted in a court 
document that he had been 
having seizures for about a 
decade, but rarely took his 
prescribed medication to pre¬ 
vent the attacks. He also lied 
on driver’s-licence applications 
when he said he had no med¬ 
ical condition that would affect 
his ability to control a vehicle. 

Court of Queen’s Bench 
Justice Paul Belzil said it’s ob¬ 
vious Benson falsified the ap¬ 
plications because he knew he 
shouldn’t have been driving. 

Belzil also banned the 
47-year-old from driving for life. 

“It is obvious you can’t be 
trusted to operate a motor 
vehicle ever again.”

Province plans 

to axe 177 

nursing jobs: N DP 

The New Democrats say 
Alberta Health Services is 
planning to cut more than 
177 nursing jobs across the 
province. 

AHS documents 
released by the NDP dated 
Nov. 4 suggest most of 
the people affected would 
be registered nurses who 
work in hospitals. 

“This document that we 
received shows cuts in all 
major hospitals in all cities 
across the province,” New 
Democrat health critic 
David Eggen said Thursday. 

Eggen said it appears 
the government wants to 
replace registered nurses 
with licensed practical 
nurses and nurse’s aides, 
who both earn less money. 

Alberta Health Minister 
Fred Horne said the NDP’s 
claim of nursing job cuts 
is wrong. He said Alberta 
Health Services is trying to 
hire more full-time nurses. 

But Home said union 
contracts stipulate that a 
part-time nurse must be 
laid off if AHS wants to 
change a position to full 
time. 

“AHS tells me that jobs 
will be available for all 
nurses currently in the 
system and as of today has 
300 job postings for addi¬ 
tional nurses,” Horne said. 

Premier Alison Redford 
said the province wants 
more nurses to work at 
new facilities, such as 
family care clinics, and 
that the health system is 
being restructured to mn 
more effectively. 

“There may be people 
that are asked to take on 
new responsibilities,” Red- 
ford said. “Change is tough 
for people.”

Eagle poisoned by 
second-hand lead

Staff at an Edmonton-area 
wildlife rescue believe a 
lead bullet that never even 
touched a bald eagle could 
now be slowly killing it. 

The three-year-old male, 
who was found on private 
property 15 minutes north 
of the city on Monday, is cur¬ 
rently undergoing treatment 


at the Wildlife Rehabilita¬ 
tion Society of Edmonton for 
second-hand lead poisoning. 

“This bird probably found 
something on the ground 
that had been shot and then 
ate it ... and the presence of 
the metallic pieces in his gut 
tells us he fed on something 
that had been shot,” said Kim 
Blomme, director of wildlife 
services. 

It is against federal law to 
fire lead bullets at migratoiy 
game birds, according to Al¬ 
berta government officials, 
with the penalty going as 
high as $300,000 depending 
on the bird’s cause of death. 

The eagle is currently re¬ 
ceiving special therapy — but 
it’s an expensive one for the

non-profit, costing about $90 
a week, with the full treat¬ 
ment expected to last three 
weeks if “all goes well,” said 
Blomme.

If you’re reading this on a 
half-empty bus or in an office 
or class with suspiciously 
low attendance, it may have 
something to do with the 
Playstation 4 being released 
Friday morning. 

With the new Xbox One 
console out next week and 
the jaw-dropping success of 
Grand Theft Auto 5, which 
made $1 billion in three days, 
it’s expected that 2013 will be 
the biggest year ever for video 
games. 

Yet they haven’t earned 
equal enthusiasm in artistic 
and academic circles. But 
that’s changing. 

Starting next spring, the 
University of Alberta will of¬ 
fer a video game development 


program. 

Private schools like Guru 
Digital Arts College (where I 
teach business communica¬ 
tions) have offered game 
design education for a few 
years. But this is the first 
public university in Alberta, 
second in Western Canada, to 
offer a certificate in the field. 

The lucky 24 students in 
the first intake, who beat 
out the other 100 applicants, 
will study eveiything from 
creative writing to 3D anima¬ 
tion to ludology — the study 
of game, whether on a screen, 
board or field. 

It is truly interdisciplinary. 

“It only made sense to do 
it as a collaboration between 
the Faculty of Arts and 
Faculty of Science,” says Sean 
Gouglas, who co-directs the 
program with Michael Bowl¬ 
ing and leads the Office of 
Interdisciplinaiy Studies. 

“There are some questions

that require answers from so 
many disciplines.” Gouglas 
says the university might 
consider offering it as a major 
in the future. 

It seems inevitable but 
also long overdue. 


But note that of the hand¬ 
ful of Playstation 4 launch-day 
titles — a privilege reserved 
for the veiy few — $20 
arcade-style game Super 
Motherload happens to be 
from an Edmonton upstart, 
XGen Studios. 

It’s success stories like this 
that gives Gouglas cause for 
celebration and validation. 

“That’s fantastic. The 
fact that it’s an Edmonton 
company is a sign of the deep 
interest from our students. 
They’re driving the certifi¬ 
cate. We wouldn’t offer it if 
they didn’t want it.” 

Still, he thinks it will 
be some time before video 
games are widely accepted as 
an artistic medium, one that, 
say, would make game design¬ 
ers eligible for enticing tax 
credits, like those offered to 
film producers, or for grants 
from Alberta Foundation for 
the Arts or Alberta Culture.

Premier Alison Redford apolo¬ 
gized to a room full of rural 
politicians Thursday and 
promised her government 
would fix legislation around 
regional governance.

“The initial implementa¬ 
tion introduction of Bill 28 
did not live up to our stan¬ 
dard of working together 
with those of you in this 
room today,” she said.

“They work longer and 
that can lead to a faster re¬ 
covery.”

Another day, another 
apology from Rob Ford 



Warning: graphic 
content. Toronto 
mayor starts the day 
using foul language, 
then says sorry with 
his wife by his side 


In the space of just a few hours 
Thursday, Rob Ford spouted an 
obscenity on live TV, refused 
to apologize then did apolo¬ 
gize, was scolded by Canada’s 
oldest football team for wear¬ 
ing its jersey and begged the 
media to give his family pri¬ 
vacy — his seldom-seen wife 
by his side. 

The latest bizarreness in¬ 
volving Toronto’s besieged 
mayor set off another chorus 
of demands for him to leave — 
not just get help, but to resign 
for the good of the city. 

The dizzying cascade of 
events began as Ford arrived 


at city hall — sporting a blue 
No. 12 Toronto Argonauts uni¬ 
form with “Mayor Ford” on 
the back. 

As TV cameras broadcast 
live, Ford used crude language 
to deny allegations he told a fe¬ 
male aide he was going to have 
oral sex with her. A staffer told 
police Ford also said he had 
already had sex with the aide, 
court documents say. 

“It says I wanted to eat her 
pussy and I have never said 
that in my life to her. I would 
never do that. I’m happily mar¬ 
ried and I’ve got more than 
enough to eat at home,” he 
said to astonished reporters. 

The Toronto Argonauts 
released a statement saying 
they were “disappointed” at 
the mayor for using coarse lan¬ 
guage on live television while 
wearing the CFL team’s jersey. 

Ford, 44, the father of two 
children, did say he was re¬ 
ceiving support from a team of 
health-care professionals, but 


refused to elaborate. 

Initially, Ford stood by his 
vulgar comments. 

“If you’re offended, I’m not 
apologizing, because put your¬ 
self in my shoes if someone 
said that about your husband 


or your wife,” he shouted dur¬ 
ing a council session. 

Just hours later, with his 
wife Renata nearby, the mayor 
apologized for what he called 
his impulsive and “graphic” 
remarks blamed on months of 


mostly self-inflicted stress, cul¬ 
minating in the latest revela¬ 
tions he said pushed him over 
the line. “When you attack my 
integrity as a father and as a 
husband, I see red,” he said.

At least 386 children have 
been rescued from sexual 
exploitation and hundreds of 
suspects arrested in a sweep¬ 
ing child pornography inves¬ 
tigation that began with a 
Toronto man, police revealed 
Thursday. 

“It’s a first for the magni¬ 
tude of the victims saved,” 
said Insp. Joanna Beaven- 
Desjardins, of the force’s Sex 
Crimes Unit. “The amount of 
arrests internationally, also a 
first.” 

At least 348 people were 
arrested around the world as 
part of Project Spade, includ¬ 
ing 50 in Ontario and 58 from 
other parts of Canada. 


School teachers, doctors, 
nurses, pastors and foster par¬ 
ents are among those facing 
charges in the wide-ranging 
operation that can be traced 
back to a business operating 


out of Toronto’s west end, 
police said. The investigation 
was sparked in October 2010 
when officers made contact 
with a Toronto man on the 
Internet who was allegedly 


sharing child pornography. 

Police allege Brian Way, 
42, had been running an “ex¬ 
ploitation movie, production 
and distribution company.”

Child pornography, peddled by 
children. That’s the serious ac¬ 
cusation levelled at 10 adoles¬ 
cents arrested Thursday in the 
Montreal area. 

The boys allegedly coaxed 
their friends and girlfriends 
into posing for pictures they 
later shared among themselves. 

Aged between 13 and 15 
years old, they were arrested 
in a sweep early Thursday in 
Laval, a suburb just north of 
Montreal. 

They face various charges 
— including the production, 
possession and distribution of 
child pornography — and are 
expected to appear in youth 
court later Thursday. 

Laval police spokeswoman 
Const. Nathalie Lorrain said 
they are hopeful the myriad 
files, at least one of them a 
video, were not widely distrib¬ 
uted. 

So far, police say they have 
identified seven victims—with 
all of the girls in the same age 
bracket as the accused. Police 
have met with the girls and 
their parents. 


How it got started 


The Laval investigation 
began in earnest in Octo¬ 
ber after a staff member 
at one Laval high school 
noticed that kids were 
huddled around a phone, 
looking at an image of 
a girl that was sexually 
explicit. 


Lorrain said police have 
yet to go through a number of 
devices they seized Thursday. 
Other victims might be iden¬ 
tified once police go through 
smartphones, laptop comput¬ 
ers and tablets that were all 
seized as part of Operation 
Magma. 

“The study of these items 
will allow us to know who 
received these images and if 
there were any more victims,” 
Lorrain said. 

Police said the network 
included students attending 
three English high schools in

The air was thick with the 
stench of decay as sweating 
workers lowered the plas¬ 
tic coffins one by one into a 
grave the size of an Olympic 
swimming pool.

Archeology. Report

For years, scientists have been 
dogged by this evolution ques¬ 
tion: Just where did man’s best 
friend first appear? 

The earliest known dog- 
lilce fossils come from Europe. 
But DNA studies have impli¬ 
cated east Asia and the Middle 
East. Now a large DNA study 
is lining up with the fossils, 
suggesting dogs originated in 
Europe some 19,000 to 32,000 
years ago. 

The latest attempt to figure 
out where dogs first evolved

Iraqi Shiites marking 
religious ritual 
attacked; 41 killed

A suicide attacker and twin 
bomb blasts on Thursday 
targeted Shiites marking a 
sombre religious ritual in 
Iraq, killing at least 41 people 
and wounding more than 
100, officials said. 

The ritual, known as 
Ashoura, has been marred 
previously by massive attacks 
by al-Qaida and other Sunni 
extremists who see Shiites as 
heretics. 

The deadliest of Thurs¬ 
day’s attacks was in the town 
of al-Saadiyah, 140 kilometres 
northeast of Baghdad, where 


a suicide bomber struck a 
group of Shiites who were 
recreating the seventh-cen- 
tuiy battle of Karbala, a city 
in present-day Iraq. Ashoura 
commemorates the death of 
Prophet Muhammad’s grand¬ 
son, Imam Hussein, in that 
battle. The explosion killed at 
least 32 people and wounded 


75, two police officers said. 

Earlier Thursday, two

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Bullied 
kids should 
toughen up, 
blogger says 


Slams over-parenting. 
‘I feel like we’re 
creating a generation 
of victims' 


A South Dakota mother is the 
target of both praise and criti¬ 
cism after she blogged that 
kids being bullied should 
toughen up. 

Stephanie Metz’s wide- 
ranging post, which spread 
on Faceboolc after she shared 
a link, was as much about 
oversensitive modern parents 
as it was about kids. 

“The main message is 
‘don’t be afraid to parent your 
kids.’ They need to deal with 
some hardships,” the 29-year- 
old mother of two from Rapid 
City, S.D., said Wednesday by 
phone. 

“It’s not our job to be our 
children’s friend and make 
life easy for them,” she added. 

The Oct. 25 post on The 
Metz Family blog was titled 
Why My Kids Are NOT the 
Center of My World. Its ori¬ 
ginal audience was eight 
friends and family members 
who have followed the blog 
since her first son was born 
four years ago and who live 
out of state. Metz said she

She accepts the criticism 
and acknowledges her sons 
are still young — ages four 
and two. 

Metz said she doesn’t 
condone violence but also 
doesn’t think parents should 
let their kids shut down when 
someone’s mean to them. It’s 
a philosophy she said she 
and her husband, Matt Metz, 
learned from their parents 
and are using on their own 
boys. 

“I feel like we’re creating 
a generation of victims,” she

Third-degree murder 


No-contest plea in 
faith-healing death 

A fundamentalist Christian 
couple in the U.S. who believe 
in faith-healing over medicine 
pleaded no contest to third- 
degree murder in the death 
of their infant son, nearly 
four years after they were put 
on probation for the similar 
death of another child. 

The 10-year probation 
term in the 2009 case re 


quired Herbert and Catherine 
Schaible to seek immediate 
medical help if another of 
their children became sick or 
injured. But prosecutors said 
the couple instead prayed 
over their 8-month-old son, 
Brandon, before he died of 
pneumonia in April. 

The Schaibles were on 
probation because they had 
been convicted of involuntaiy 
manslaughter in the Januaiy 
2009 pneumonia death of 
their 2-year-old son, Kent.

Plane was 2,000 feet up 


Search for fallen 
plane passenger 

Rescue crews searched an 
area southeast of Miami 
on Thursday after a pilot 
reported to the Federal 
Aviation Administration that 
a passenger fell out of his 
small plane into the ocean.

QUESTIONS ABOUT NEIGHBOURHOOD BLADING? 


There is still snow on the street in 
front of my house. Didn't the City just 
plow my road? 

The City does not plow down to bare pavement 
on neighbourhood streets, but instead smooths 
the snow with blades into a 5 cm (or less) 
snow pack on which vehicles can drive. 


How will I know when crews will be 
clearing my neighbourhood? 

The City of Edmonton has an interactive map on 
its website; citizens will be able to go in, enter an 
address and find out when crews are scheduled 
for their area. You can also view an alphabetical 
schedule of neighbourhoods, or can call 311. 


Is the City going to remove the rows 
of snow left along the curbs? 

No. Windrows (snow piled up as a result of 
blading) are not removed from neighbourhoods.

But there is a windrow left in front of 
my driveway, too! 

The City will only trim down windrows from 
front driveways that are higher than 30 cm. 
Please keep in mind, though, that the skid steers 
that reduce the size of windrows in front of 
driveways may be following a few hours behind 
the blading crews. 

Is parking banned during blading? 

Parking isn't banned but we do ask that citizens 
move their vehicles off-street while work is 
taking place. That way, vehicles don't get stuck 
behind windrows and crews are able to smooth 
the snow across the driving lanes. 

Can I park in front of my house after 
crews have worked on the road? 

If there are windrows left at the curb side, you 
will need to clear a spot for yourself so your car 
does not obstruct traffic. Narrowing of the road 
can result in lack of access for larger vehicles 
and emergency services. If your vehicle is found 
to be an obstruction to traffic, you may be 
tagged and towed. 


The online schedule/3-1-1 said 
that crews were starting work in my 
neighbourhood, but they haven't been 
on my road yet. Where are they? 

The dates on the interactive map/online 
schedule indicate a starting date; depending on 
conditions and the number of parked vehicles, it 
may take more than a single day to complete a 
specific area. Remember, too, that crews work 
24 hours a day on neighbourhood blading.

First female Hamas 
speaker embraces role 



A new face forward.

Isra Almodallal is a little an¬ 
noyed by all the attention she 
has received since being ap¬ 
pointed Hamas’ first female 
spokesperson. 

“I am surprised. The idea 
that the government is against 
women is absolutely wrong,” 
Almodallal, 23, told Metro by 
telephone from Gaza, in the 
perfect English she learned 
over three years of education 
in the UK. “The government is 
part of society and it is fighting 
for all of our rights.” 

A student reporter and pro¬ 
lific social media user, the new 
spokesperson projects a dra¬ 
matically different face to the 
one Hamas usually shows the 
West, often invoking hellfire 
against its enemies. But Almo¬ 
dallal is confident she will not 
have to change. 

“I’m not going to defend 
things I don’t believe in, but I 
have responsibility to deliver 
our message on specific issues 
like prisoners and access to 
Jerusalem. Maybe I will cover 
feminist activism in Gaza. The 
job is to make people under¬ 
stand the situation here.” 

Almodallal says she does 


not mind the male-dominated 
environment, and the number 
of women is growing in her de¬ 
partment. Local sources believe 
this is part of a modernizing in¬ 
itiative from Interior Ministry 
spokesman Ihab Ghussein, a 
charismatic, US-educated fig¬ 
ure who has sought to make 
Hamas more palatable to for¬ 
eign observers. “He refers to 
Israel, not the ‘Zionist entity’,” 
a local reporter told Metro. 

The government’s reputa¬ 
tion had suffered from banning 
women from smoking shisha 
pipes to imposing restrict¬ 
ive dress codes. Against this, 


women make up around 20 per 
cent of government employees 
and around half of university 
graduates. 

“They are trying to reach 
a new audience and it’s good, 
but this is an issue for foreign 
people more than us,” says Gaz¬ 
an journalist Yasmeen El-Khou- 
daiy, saying that “men and 
women are both doomed while 
we are under siege.” A recent 
Amnesty International report 
confirms “mass unemploy¬ 
ment, extreme poverty” in the 
region and that “four in five 
Gazans [are] dependent on hu¬ 
manitarian aid.” 


Naila Ayesh, former direc¬ 
tor of Gaza-based Women’s 
Affairs Center, agrees that the 
conflict is key, but expects the 
government to do more. “We 
can’t separate the siege from 
the rights of women, we suffer 
more from having four hours 
of electricity a day,” she told 
Metro. “But they believe in a 
man’s society and use our reli¬ 
gion against us.” 

Against such a volatile 
backdrop it promises to be a 
difficult job for Almodallal. 
“It’s a great challenge and I will 
work all the time,” she says 
happily.

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SHINE THE LIGHT: FAMILIES OF MURDERED 
WOMEN SHARE STORIES OF HORROR, HOPE 


Each week in Canada, at [east one woman is killed by her partner. Hearing the stories of those women is critical to keeping 
others from facing the same fate, experts say. That's one of the strongest messages behind Shine The Light, a campaign to 
end woman abuse. Started in London, Ont., four years ago, the initiative is now painting towns across Canada purple during 
November to show support and urge victims of abuse to step forward. Here, Metro speaks to the families of three women who 
were victims of what campaign leaders call ‘intimate femicide' — deaths when they should have been safe.

Paula Gallant, Halifax 


Paula Gallant was a Halifax elementaiy school teacher. In 2005, she was strangled by 
her husband, Jason MacRae, during an argument about a $700 gambling debt he ran 
up on a credit card. MacRae then wrapped Gallant’s head and face with plastic wrap for 20 
minutes, to make sure she was dead. 

It took five years for charges to be laid, and MacRae, who’s now 40, kept living in the house 
they shared. He eventually pleaded guilty to second-degree murder and was sentenced in 2010 to life in 
prison with no parole for at least 15 years. 

Gallant’s sister, Lynn Blackburn, continues to campaign against woman abuse and wants the courts to 
take a tougher line. 

“We have to take this crime seriously and hand down stiffer sentences, and make it tougher for these 
folks to get parolled,” she said. 

She calls Shine The Light “a veiy significant initiative” in that it shows society that violence against 
women is more prevalent than many people believe. Blackburn remembers her sister as “a vivacious 
young woman in the prime of life.” 

“She was somebody who had a tremendous sense of humour,” said Blackburn. “Veiy quick-witted. 
Extremely bright. Loved by eveiybody whose paths she crossed.” 


Jocelyn Bishop, London, Ont. 


- her body buried in a shallow grave dug 


Jocelyn Bishop was shot in 2010 with a homemade handgun 
at her London, Ont., home. 

The killer was her common-law partner, Christopher Gale, who didn’t tell anyone Bishop was dead 
until the body was found. Later, he said the 21-year-old had committed suicide. Gale, 32, was found guilty 
of second-degree murder and received a life sentence last month with no chance of parole for 15 years. 

“She was my only sister. She was my younger sister,” said Melissa Bishop. “I could be feeling really down 
and, no matter what, she could make me feel better. She was veiy compassionate. 

“She had a real special love for animals and her friends and family.” 

The importance of Shine The Light, for Melissa Bishop, is its ability to raise awareness of 
abuse of women. 

“A lot of the time it can just be pushed under the carpet,” she said. “I don’t think 
it’s taken as seriously as it should be by some people.” 

And the work needs to continue, she added. 

“Let women know that there is help out there,” she said. “There are people who 
care about them and who want them to change their lives and get out of an abusive 
relationship.” 


Shannon Scromeda, Winnipeg 


“I think I killed my girlfriend with a hammer,” Shannon Scromeda’s partner said 
when he called 911 in April 2008. 

Kevin Strong had inflicted 15 blows on Scromeda, 25, a mother and a secretary at 
Winnipeg’s building-services department. 

Strong, now 32, pleaded guilty to in 2011 to second-degree murder and received 
a life sentence with no chance of parole for 10 years. 

Deborah Scromeda, Shannon’s mother, remembers her daughter with a smile. 

“I think if you take eveiything that you want your daughter to be, that would be how I would describe her,” she 
said. “She was so hard-working in her home and her career. She always had a laugh and a joke. She always had a smile. 

“I think the most important thing was she was just a wonderful mom.” 

Speaking about the Shine The Light campaign, Deborah Scromeda said: “My respect is just beyond words.” 

She added: “Women can feel strength, and they can see that people care.” 

Scromeda wants to see more people face up to violence against women. 

“It’s not fully recognized, how dangerous it is in our country and in our world,” she said.

Ottawa tells companies 
to use it or lose it 


Telecom companies sitting 
on licensing rights that 
could provide more high¬ 
speed Internet service to 
rural consumers are being 
told to use it or lose it by 
the federal government. 

Industry Minister James 
Moore said Thursday the 
government will not renew 
spectrum licences for those 
telecom companies that 
have failed to use them, cit¬ 
ing the government’s com¬ 
mitment to improving wire¬ 
less service to Canadians. 

“Those that have not 
used the spectrum will lose

it,” Moore said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Moore said the licences 
issued for the 2300 mega¬ 
hertz and 3500 megahertz 
spectrum were for fixed 
wireless services, which he 
said was the most affordable 
way to provide high-speed 
Internet in rural areas. 

Telecom analyst Iain 
Grant said Bell is the lar¬ 
gest single holder of this 
spectrum with 234 licences, 
followed by Telus and Rog¬ 
ers and a number of other 
providers.

Doctors recommend 
e-cigarettes: Summit 


Critiques up in smoke. 

Only ‘theoretical’ health 
risks identified; devices 
set to overtake tobacco

E-cigarettes are almost com¬ 
pletely free of health risks, 
and could save millions of 
lives, agreed health experts at 
a London summit to discuss 
the effects of the device. 

E-cigarettes — which work 
by users inhaling vaporized 
nicotine — have enjoyed 
a surge of popularity since 
they were introduced around 
the turn of the decade, with 
around seven million users in 
Europe. Nations have moved 
to crack down, but a growing 
movement claims they offer 
more benefits than risks. 

“We can recommend that 
smokers who cannot quit 
should switch to e-cigarettes,” 
said leading researcher Dr. 
Konstantinos Farsalinos 
of the University Hospital 
Gasthuisberg, Belgium. The 
risks were less than one 
1,000th of smoking tobacco, 
he told Metro. 


Dr. Farsalinos added that 
the devices were the most ef¬ 
fective tools to quit smoking. 
“The best alternative before 
was around 20 per cent.... 
In my research, up to 80 per 
cent of participants using e- 
cigarettes have quit.” Medical 
journal The Lancet also found 
that e-cigarettes were more 
effective than Nicorette gum 
and patches. 

The World Health Organ¬ 
ization estimates one billion 
people will die prematurely 
from cigarette use in the 
next centuiy, and previous 
opponents of e-cigarettes are 
becoming more supportive. 
“It’s always better to quit 
nicotine use completely,” 
said Deborah Arnott, chief 
executive of Action on Smok¬ 
ing and Health, a U.K. charity. 
“But it’s the smoke that kills 
you — not the nicotine — so 
for smokers who are heavily 
addicted switching to safer 
sources of nicotine could lit¬ 
erally be a lifesaver.” 

Research efforts will focus 
on toxicity of refills to ensure 
safe levels, which the WHO 
cites in a warning to poten¬ 
tial users. 

But with projected users 
set to outnumber regular 
smokers in several European 
nations by 2016, lawmakers

will have a difficult job to 
turn the tide. “It’s a consum¬ 
er revolution, led by word of 
mouth rather than advertis¬ 
ing,” says Chris Snowdon, a 
fellow at the Institute of Eco¬ 
nomic Affairs, a British think 
tank. “As exponential growth 
continues, so many people 
will be ‘vaping’ it will make 
the decision for politicians.”

High-speed rail 
trains to nowhere 

They were seen as a shin¬ 
ing example of Bosnia’s 
rebirth from war: a fleet 
of high-speed trains 
built-to-order in the West. 
Eight years later, they 
haven’t made a single 
ride: They’re too fast for 
Bosnia’s 60-year-old rails. 
“It’s as if you bought nine 
Ferraris and ... no roads to 
drive them on,” said Samir 
Kadric, an official with the 
publicly owned railway 
company responsible. 

Not only are the tracks 
too old, Kadric explained, 
there’s no money to main¬ 
tain them, meaning they 
just decay as they sit idle.

An ode to Cronenberg 


Look back. Visionary 
filmmaker gets his 
own exhibit in Toronto 
and the Reel Guys take 
a walk through his 
filmography to pick

Richard: I am an unabashed 
fan of David Cronenberg. I 
felt like a kid in a candy store 
— or should that be an ento¬ 
mologist at a larvae conven¬ 
tion? — at the exhibition and 
I regularly revisit his movies 
on DVD. One that always gets 
overlooked is Spider, a trip 
into the mind of a severely 
mentally disturbed man star¬ 
ring Ralph Fiennes. Fiennes is 
great in a virtually dialogue 


free performance but it is Mir¬ 
anda Richardson as several 
characters — all the women 
in Spider’s life — who really 
steals the show. It’s a spooky 
and cerebral thriller. 

Mark: Spider was never one of 
my favourites although it does 
have a great twist ending. My 
thoughts on the Cronenberg 
oeuvre — and they’re almost 
all great — is how ahead of 
his time he’s been on our rela¬ 
tionship to technology. When 
Videodrome came out, it was 
dismissed by a lot of critics. 
Now we live its reality eveiy 
day. Same with Existenz. Both 
visionaiy films that prove how 
far ahead of the curve the dir¬ 
ector can be. But I think the 
quintessential Cronenberg film 
is Dead Ringers — a creepy 
Hitchcockian thriller that has 


Third Reich overtones of med¬ 
ical experiments and twins — 
and also because Cronenberg 
himself looks like a gynecolo¬ 
gist harboring a terrible secret. 

RC: I also have a soft spot 
for The Brood. It’s probably 
Cronenberg’s most traditional 
horror film, and I take delight 
in loving a movie Leonard Mal- 
tin rated a “Bomb.” Featuring 
Oliver Reed as an experimental 
psychotherapist, Samantha Eg- 
gar as a fetus-licking mother 
and murderous psychoplasmic 
offspring, it is the veiy stuff 
that nightmares are made of. 
It’s lesser seen than The Fly 
or Dead Zone and way more 
down-and-dirty, but for sheer 
scares it’s hard to beat. 

MB: I like the brood but I 
prefer the Dead Zone even 


though legend has it that 
Cronenberg regretted doing 
a movie with all the incum¬ 
bent studio interference. 
Know what? It still works. But 
Cronenberg will forever be 
one of my favourite directors 
if for no other reason than 
breathing life into Naked 
Lunch. A book I should have 
loved but could never get 
through — until I saw the 
film. 

RC: He’s audacious. He made 
an unfilmable book filmable 
and opened a lot of people’s 
minds to reading author Wil¬ 
liam S. Burroughs. 

MB: He did the same thing 
with Cosmopolis, although I 
must say I didn’t need to see 
Rabid to appreciate Marilyn 
Chambers.

Like the only pain that’s 
funny is the pain that doesn’t 
really hurt. If a brick falls on 
someone’s head and then their 
brains fall out and they die, 
you’re not going to laugh.

less you threw the brick and 
you’re insane (laughs). But if a 
brick falls and hits someone in 
the head, and they just keep 
walking and pretend like it 
didn’t happen, that is hilarious. 
It’s irony, you know? Because 
it’s what you don’t expect. 

It’s pain minus trauma, and I 
think that you get the sense 
that this character is going to 


be all right, and that’s why 
you’re willing to laugh at his 
pain. 

It looked like all four of his 
kids were around the same 
age. 

Yeah, we were busy. There 
was a whole back-story I 
had to come up with, where 
maybe (he and his wife) met 
in law school or something, 
she got a really great job 
that brought us out and we 
bought an apartment in 
Brooklyn, had one kid, she 
said, “If you stay home with 
this kid, I can continue to 
work and become partner.”

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Breaking down Artpop’s inspiration 

Lady Gaga's Artpop is out now — here's a look at the influences behind four big songs, metro 
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Gaga’s Artpop 
almost delivers

The expectations for Artpop, 
Lady Gaga’s first full album 
of new material in two years, 
were almost as high as the sing¬ 
er recently admitted to being. 
(She told radio host Elvis Duran 
earlier this week that during a 
period of “pot addiction” she 
was smoking 15 joints per day). 

It may be because in 2013, 
the way to release an album 
is to drop it on fans with very 
little warning. Where some of 
2013’s best albums, like Yeezus 
or Reflektor, came with scarce 
and cryptic details leading up to 
the release, Gaga surprisingly 
went the traditional route, leak¬ 
ing major spoilers to her little 
monsters almost every step of 
the way. 

That said, Artpop almost de¬ 
livers. Almost. On its own it’s a 
fine dance-pop album, but this 
is Gaga we’re talking about and 
there are expectations. She be¬ 
gins singing in a spooky voice 
against a spastic acoustic guitar 
and a twangy electric guitar. 
The first words we hear her 
sing on this first song, Aura, 
are, “I killed my former and left 
her in the trunk off Highway 
10.” There are howls in the 
background and the guitar and 
voice seem to drift in and out of 
various states of consciousness 
before the dancey synth drums 
that define much of Gaga’s 
work kick in. 



This is such a great, strong 
opening that it almost seems 
like Gaga is finally ready to 
deliver musically on the weird¬ 
ness she presents visually. 
She killed her former? So the 
dance diva is gone and she’s 
reinvented herself? Awesome! 
This could be really interesting! 

But then the song breaks 
into a “Do you wanna see me 
naked, lover” refrain that basic¬ 
ally ruins eveiything she had 
already established. She didn’t 
kill her former. She just kept 
her former silent for the first 20 
seconds of the song. 

Towards the end of that 
song, a robotic voice recites 
“Dance, sex, Artpop, tech” and 
that’s basically the chemical 
breakdown of this album. And 
if you take the album at that 
level, it works great. It’s an arty 
pop album that features songs 
about sex that you’re supposed 
to dance to. However, the most 
effecting moment comes to¬ 
ward the end of the album and 
it doesn’t include any of these 
tenets. The song Dope will like¬ 



ly be a fourth single from the 
album this spring and have a 
really powerful video. Her voice 
has never sounded so honest 
and raw, and this deserves to be 
a sleeper hit. 

“I need you more than 
dope,” she sings against fuzzy 
synth bass and ballady chords 
that middle schoolers are prob¬ 
ably already asking their piano 
teachers to teach them. 

At their best, the songs 
on Artpop are banging dance 
numbers with skewering com- 
mentaiy and funny wordplay 
(Swine and G.U.Y.), but at their 
worst some of these songs feel 
like they should have Cher 
singing them on a boat or be 
playing in a strip club scene 
in a Beverly Hills Cop movie 
(Sexxx Dreams and Maiy Jane 
Holland). Criticisms aside, all 
of these songs really lend them¬ 
selves to live performance. The 
lyrics are extremely quotable 
and the beats are extremely 
fist-pumpable. To say nothing 
of how cool the album cover 
will look as a concert T-shirt. 

And as Gaga clearly states 
in one of the album’s first sin¬ 
gles, she lives for the applause. 
Maybe that’s why she leaked 
Artpop a little bit at a time; she 
couldn’t stand the silence of a 
sneak attack.

Before he was even old 
enough to legally sip a beer 
in his native U.S., rapper 
Mac Miller had topped the 
American album chart and 
tossed off four gold or plat¬ 
inum singles. When he final¬ 
ly did turn 21, he released a 
second Top 3 album, one 
which awarded the once- 
dismissed MC with a rapidly 
rehabilitated critical reputa¬ 
tion. 

So sometimes it’s easy to 
lose sight of just how young 
Miller is. Even the rapper 
himself does it. 

“I always forget that I’m 
21. I always be feeling that 
I’m 45 years old,” the cheer¬ 
ful Pittsburgh native said in 
a telephone interview this 
week. 

“It’s funny. I’ll be sit¬ 
ting around thinking I’m

running out of time — like 
man, I’m going to be an old 
rapper soon. (Damn) I’m get¬ 
ting old. Then I’m like, oh, 
this person didn’t put out 
an album till they were 28? 
Never mind. We’re good. 

“Every time I hang out 
with (L.A. rapper Schoolboy) 
Q, I realize how much time 
I have because Q is old as 
(hell),” Miller continued, in 
fact using a more colourful 
word. “He just turned 28 
and I keep on telling him 
that he’s going to have to re¬ 
tire soon. He’11 have like one 
album maybe and maybe an¬ 
other one — if he can get it 
done quickly.” 

As guileless and gregari¬ 
ous as Miller comes across 
during a breezy telephone 
chat, this was in fact a year 
in which he started to prove 
his maturity. 

His independently re¬ 
leased 2011 debut Blue Slide 
Park topped the U.S. charts 
and went gold in Canada but 


turned off many critics who 
wrote the youngster off as 
an opportunistic frat-rapper. 
A particularly scathing one- 
out-of-10 review in influen¬ 
tial website Pitchfork sized 
Miller up as a “more intoler¬ 
able version of Wiz Khalifa 
without the chops, desire 
or poclcetboolc for enjoyable 
beats.” 

Given such scornful no¬ 
tices, it’s fair to say that his 
sophomore effort — this 
summer’s Watching Mov¬ 
ies With the Sound Off — 
arrived as something of 
a minor revelation. Over 
appealingly blurry sound- 
scapes, many of which were 
produced by Miller him¬ 
self, an emerging talent on 
the boards, he churns out 
narcotic musings and mel¬ 
ancholic confessions while 
trading jabs with some of 
rap’s emerging lyrical heavy¬ 
weights — Earl Sweatshirt, 
Jay Electronica, Schoolboy Q 
and Action Bronson. 


On Wednesday, he began 
a Canadian tour in Vancou¬ 
ver that will also hit Calgary, 
Montreal, Toronto, Halifax 
and St. John’s, N.L. And, 
with his newfound critical 
success, he embarks on the 
trek in a positive mindset. 


“It was great to just, like, 
really have a firm belief in 
what I was doing and stand 
by it and fight for it and 
just kind of trust my own 
creative thought process, 
and then have it work out 
in both reception, quality 


wise, and also commercial 
success wise,” he says. “It’s 
not necessarily about the 
numbers but it was great to 
me that an album like that 
could sell, and especially on 
an independent label.”

It’s very different. Nothing 
against them. They’ve been 
hugely successful,” he said in 
an interview Tuesday before 
the premiere of his war film 


Lone Survivor. “It’s just about 
building a family business. 
It’s just very different, veiy 
different." 

In Lone Survivor, Wahl¬ 
berg portrays Navy SEAL Mar¬ 
cus Luttrell, who was part of 
a mission gone wrong in the 
mountains of Afghanistan in 
2005. Nineteen Americans 
were killed in a firelight and 
helicopter rescue attempt. 

Luttrell, now retired from 
the militaiy, wrote a best¬ 
selling book about his experi¬ 
ence and attended the AFI 
Fest premiere in Hollywood. 

“I thought there was pres¬ 


sure playing Micky Ward (in 
The Fighter) until I signed on 
to play Marcus,” Wahlberg 
said. “Considering what he 
and his team members went 
through and what they sacri¬ 
ficed and the amount of loss 
that was suffered by their 
families, there was a lot of 
pressure to get it right and 
make them proud.” 

The film, directed by Peter 
Berg, also stars Taylor Kitsch, 
Ben Foster and Emile Hirsch. 
It’s set to open wide on Jan. 
10, while the Wahlburgers TV

Drama. Ross has had his share 
of drama. He's been in the 
middle of lawsuits, arrests 
and beat downs, and he 
was possibly the target of a 
drive-by shooting in Florida 
earlier this year.

In the spring, he 
made a reference to date rape 
on a track. A furor ensued and 


he was dropped as a spokes¬ 
man for Reebok.

The 1500 or Nothin’ line¬ 
up will expand from eight to 
12 players for the live shows, 
Ross says. “Not only is it the 
music,” he says. “It’s about 
the mood.” 

Why the sudden change of 
style for the Miami rapper? 

“On my first five albums, 
I pretty much stayed away 


from the live element,” Ross 
says. “I kept it gritty; I kept it 
dirty; I kept it street. It’s time 
for that next level.” 

Though 1500 or Nothin’ 
do not appear on No Games, 
the lead-off single from 
Mastermind, they are coming 
on tour with him. 

“It’s most definitely a lot 
more work, most definitely 
a lot more time,” Ross says of 
working with so many musi¬ 
cians, “but it’s something I 
feel my fans deserve.” 

He says having a band 
backing him has changed his 
perspective on the live ex¬ 
perience. “I’m in between the 
crowd and the band,” he says.

Embrace upholstery 

Warm, cosy upholsteiy 
fabrics work on a practical 
level by holding your warmth 
when you touch or sit on 
them. But Ryan points out 
that they also work visually: 

A room full of soft, warm 
fabrics will give you a psycho¬ 
logical sense of warmth that 
adds to your enjoyment. 

So add thick throw 
blankets to chairs and sofas, 
and swap out silk-covered 
pillows and even lampshades 
for ones covered in thicker, 
nubbier fabrics like muslin 
and burlap. 

Ryan also recommends 
using thick curtains in 
winter. A decade ago, he says, 


“curtains were considered 
fusty and old-fashioned and 
expensive.” But with so many 
beautiful, inexpensive cur¬ 
tains available today, they’ve 
become popular again. 

Besides adding colour or 
a bold pattern to a room, 
curtains also block cold air 
that might leak in around 
windows. And they muffle 
sound from outside, which 
Ryan says helps make rooms 
feel more insulated in winter. 

The same technique 
can help warm up outdoor 
spaces. Designer Brian 
Patrick Flynn recommends 
Sunbrella’s outdoor velveteen 
fabric for chairs and sofas. 

He also likes thick, woven 
blends. 


Laydown rugs 


Gleaming hardwood or tile 
floors are lovely in spring 
and summer. But in cold 
weather, add a thick rug 
or swap out a thin one for 
something heavier. This 
will not only warm your 
feet, but also change the 
look and sound of your 
space. 


“When acoustics are 
dampened,” Ryan says, “the 
room feels warmer.” 

An outdoor rug can have 
the same impact. “Thick 
outdoor-area rugs are made 
of aciylic/wool blends,” 
Flynn says. “The wool feels 
great on your feet and def¬ 
initely locks in warmth.”

TIME TO THINK ABOUT 
CHARITABLE GIVING 

With all the holiday frenzy, it may be 
easy to forget the importance of charit¬ 
able giving. 

We may be bombarded with requests, 
but do we actually open our wallets and 
support those in need? How do we decide 
on which charities to support? 

And considering all the other expenses 
at this time of year, why would we choose 
the holidays to make our donations? 

“People make donations throughout 
the year, but charitable giving does start 
to rise in late October and continues to 
increase right up to Dec. 31,” says Marina 
Glogovac, president and chief executive 
officer of CanadaHelps, a registered char¬ 
ity with a mission to help other charities, 
providing affordable, online fundraising 
technology for charities, and offering a 
destination for Canadians to give to the 
charities of their choice. 

Glogovac believes this is partially out

“Charity gift cards are a great way to 
spread giving,” Glogovac says. 

CanadaHelps.org offers charity 
gift cards for many occasions, and the 
recipient chooses the cause (from any of 
Canada’s 86,000 charities) to which they 
want to contribute. 


“Another trend is pooling family mem¬ 
bers together to make a group donation to a 
charity in lieu of exchanging family gifts.” 

Also growing in popularity is giving an 
item instead of cash, anything from live¬ 
stock to trees can be gifted to a family in 
a developing country in someone’s name. 

Perhaps the most important decision is 
which charities to choose. 

“Many people give to their alma 
maters, health-related charities and to 
communities in need, but there are many 
other worthy charities,” Glogovac says. 
“It’s important to choose based on what’s 
important to you, especially if you’re con¬ 
sidering regular donations and planned 
giving.” 

Start with research. 

“Don’t just look at the obvious choices. 
There are many incredible small charities 
that do great work. Spend some time 
figuring out what’s important to you.”

Helps websites, or check out individual 
charity sites to read about charity visions, 
mission statements and more to help you 
decide. -Michelle Williams

Ninety per cent of the 39 million blind 
people in the world live in low-income 
countries and the majority won’t walk into a 
hospital and request sight-restoring surgery 
for something as treatable as cataracts, the 
leading cause of blindness. They are too 
poor. They don’t understand they can be 
helped. They have no way to get to the hos¬ 
pital. They are frightened. They are women 
and children and not able to travel freely. 
They will stay blind until eye care is brought 
to their doorstep. 

Seva Canada has worked for more than 30 
years to restore sight and prevent blindness 
in low-income countries. Seva believes eye- 
care programs must leave the confines of the 
hospital. 

“The most important thing we do is to 
connect blind people, the majority of whom 
live in remote, rural areas with the eye care 
that can help them,” says Seva Canada 
executive director Penny Lyons. “This is 
accomplished by studying the financial and 
social barriers that prevent people from 
accessing care and using this knowledge to 
empower people to get the help they need.” 

Eighty per cent of all visual impairment 
is avoidable through prevention, treatment 
or cure. Cataracts can be treated with a 



15-minute operation costing just $50. 

This holiday season help a blind person 
see. 

Someone like Chime. Chime and her only 
companion, six-year-old daughter Tashi, 
were homeless beggars in the streets of 
Nakchu, Tibet. Chime, blind from cataracts, 
relied on Tashi to lead her through the streets 
to beg for food and money. Then Seva came 
and restored Chime’s sight. Now she can 
see. She can work. Tashi can go to school. 
Together they have a brighter future.

Edmonton Oilers general man¬ 
ager Craig MacTavish told his 
players that he understands 
their frustration, is committed 
to head coach Dallas Eakins 
and is confident this rebuild¬ 
ing process in on the right 
track. 

One night after his team 
was shut out for the third 
straight game at home, Mac¬ 
Tavish met with his players on 
Thursday. His message to them 


was that there are still posi¬ 
tives to take out of the dismal 
start to the season, and that it’s 
still OK to have some fun. 

“Eve got my thumb out 
there feeling the divide in the 
room,” he told the media after 
his meeting with players. “My 
basic message to them is that 
it’s OK at this particular point 
to come in (the dressing room) 
and enjoy yourself.

The 
effort is fine, the improvement 
and coachability is better and 
I wanted to make sure they 
knew that.” 

Admitting he is a “bit sur¬ 
prised” by the team’s poor per¬ 
formance thus far, MacTavish 
said he told the players the 
process “as painful as it is, is a 
necessary step for us to get to 
where we’re going to be. 

“My core message is we 


understand the level of frustra¬ 
tion.

In order to at least attempt to 
figure out where the Oilers 
have gone so disastrously 
wrong, let’s look at a couple 
of NHL case studies. Whether 
Steve Tambellini or Craig 
MacTavish was at the helm 
at the time, Edmonton has 
made some big decisions with 
very real consequences and 
with the Oilers wallowing 
at the bottom of the league 
once again, it goes without 
saying those decisions haven’t 
worked out yet. 

The most obvious is begin¬ 
ning six straight drafts by 
picking skilled forwards. From 
2007-12, Edmonton took Sam 
Gagner, Jordan Eberle and 
Magnus Paajarvi, then three 
No. 1 overall selections in Tay¬ 
lor Hall, Ryan Nugent-Hopkins 


and Nail Yakupov. 

Now teams have been 
successful stockpiling high 
draft picks, even those who 
play the same position. But 
there are subtle differences in 
the winners. Pittsburgh, for 
example, got lucky in win¬ 
ning the lockout lottery that 
landed them Sidney Crosby. 
But they already had Evgeni 
Malkin from the previous draft 
and followed up the Crosby 
pick by taking Jordan Staal. 
That’s three pivots in a row, 
but at least Staal was bred to 
be a shutdown guy and the 
other two were generational 
phenoms. 

The key for Pittsburgh was 
using a previous No. 1 overall 
pick on a goalie, Marc-Andre 
Fleuiy. Say what you will about 
his recent play, but Fleuiy has 
a Stanley Cup ring and an¬ 
other appearance in the final 
to his credit. 

When the Pens needed 
wingers, they traded their top 


pick from 2002, defenceman 
Ryan Whitney (remember 
him?), to Anaheim for Chris 
Kunitz. 

The Oilers have done the 
stockpiling thing, but haven’t 
traded for need yet. Other than 
the fact they needed to trade 
Paajarvi to St. Louis because he 
was dying in Edmonton. 

On defence, the team 
brought Anton Belov and 
Denis Grebeshlcov over from 
Russia. This was supposed 
to be an answer? Other than 
young prospects (Belov is 
already 27), European skaters 
who come over rarely have an 
impact, especially free agents. 
Think Roman Cervenlca in 
Calgaiy last year, or Jaroslav 
Pavellca with Colorado prior to 
that. Even Ville Leino is now a 
millstone in Buffalo. 

Did the Oilers think they 
were smarter than their peers 
or just desperate? Doesn’t 
really matter at this point; the 
result is the same.
